Oklahoma City, Oklu , Sept. 18.—R e ­ 
turns received from the larger cities 
and counties of Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory up to midnight T uesday in­ 
dicate 
that the constitution 
of the 
proposed new state has been adopted 
by u It#go majority; that the prohi­ 
bition clause of the constitution, which 
was 
voted on 
separately, also 
has 
been ratified and that the Democratic 
state ticket, headed by C. N. Haskell 
for governor, 
has been 
elected over 
the Republican state 
ticket, headed 
by Frank Frantz, 
tin,* present 
terri­ 
torial 
governor 
of 
Oklahoma. 
The 
voting w a s very heavy. 
Several days 
will elapse before complete returns 
are in. 
The new sta te elects five congress­ 
men. 
In the First and 
Second dis­ 
tricts, 
the Republicans 
expected to 
elect Ex Delegate to Congress 13 S. M. 
McGuire and Ex-Terrltorlal Governor 
T. 
R. 
Ferguson, 
respectively. 
The 
Third, Fo u rth and Fifth districts have 
been 
conceded 
to 
the 
Democrats, 
whose candidates 
in the respective 
districts were Jam es Davenport, C. D. 
Carter and Scott Ferris. 
T h e conven­ 
tion that framed the state constitu­ 
tion w'as heavily Democratic and the 
constitution 
as completed 
was 
o b ­ 
noxious 
to the 
Republicans. 
Secre­ 
tary Tuft, speaking recently at Okla­ 
homa 
City, advised Republicans 
to 
vote against th e constitution. Because 
of the strong 
desire for 
statehood, 
however, 
the Republican 
party did 
not a tte m p t to defeat 
the constitu 
tion. 
T h e new sta te m ust aw*alt the 
constitution’s endorsement by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, who will either con­ 
firm or reject it Upon his judgm ent as 
to w hether or not it conforms to the 
enabling act of congress and the Con­ 
stitution of the United States.

S. McGuire, 
Rep., is 
probably 
elected congressm an from the First, 
district, and Fran k Hubbard, Rep., in 
the Third district. 


NEW CHARTER REJECTED. 


Chicag o Vo ters T u r n 
It 
Down by a 


La rge Majority. 
Chicago, Sept. 18.— T he new charter 
authorized by the state legislature at 
its last session for the city of Chicago 
I was rejected by the voters at T ues­ 
d a y ’s special election by a majority of 
over 62,000. 
Little more th an half of 
the 
registered 
vote was 
cast, final 
figurer, unofficial, showing 59,446 bal­ 
lots for the charter and 122,054 against 
it. 
T h e total vote polled w*as 181,500 
out 
of a registered vote 
of 361,968. 
T he light vote was due to some extent 
to th e fact th a t the 
election was a 
special one and th a t the granting of 
time off for the purpose of voting was 
optional with 
employers and 
in the 
m ajority of cases voters were obliged 
to go to the 
polls before 
going to 
work or not at all. 
Mayor Russe issued the following 
sta te m e n t Tuesday night; 
“ It Is evident from the result today 
that a great majority of the people of 
Chicago either do not w an t a c h arter 
or ore not sufficiently interested in a 
new cha rte r 
to go to the 
itolls and 
vote. 
The very light vote polled and 
the majority against adoption clearly 
m oves that. 
I think this indifference 
on the part of the public has been a 
mistake. 
While the c h a r te r contained 
some provisions that were disagree­ 
able to this, that, or the o th er special 
interest or element, in the community, 
vet, on the whole, It was a good thing 
for Chicago. 
Its adoption would have 
enabled the adm inistration to do many 
things in* the way of public im prove­ 
m e n ts which would h av e hmm of last­ 
ing benefit to the city and its people.” 


Jury B ri n g s In a Verdict of 8econd 


Degree Murder. 
Pittsburg, ^epL 18.—Ludwig Szcz- 
glel, the Roman Catholic priest from 
Chicago who has 
been on trial for 
the m u rd e r of Andrew 
and Stephen 
Ftarzynski, brothers, was convicted of 
m urder 
in the second degree 
by a 
jury which Tuesday night returned a 
verdict. 
T h e closing addresses to the 
jury were m arked by most vitriolic 
denunciations. District Attorney Goehr- 
ing severely arraigned the priest and 
closed by saving: 
“ He parades his shame, his d ru n k ­ 
enness as a shield to protect himself 
from the penalty for the breaking (if 
the com m andm ent, 
‘Thou Shalt Not 
Kill.’ 
He is an imposter.” 
The 
trial, which 
was one 
of the 
shortest important m urder trials tried 
in the Allegheny county court, was a 
conglomeration of 
sensational testi­ 
mony and features. 
To protect him- 
jeif 
from the suprem e 
penalty the 
prisoner 
unburdened 
his 
past 
life 
frankly, confessing 
his many short­ 
comings, especially his drunkenness, 
Dining his testimony he adm itted th a t 
Francesca 
Sprow, his 
housekeeper, 
who was in the house when the double 
m urder was committed, had accom pa­ 
nied him to this city from Chicago. It 
developed that housekeeper occupied 
the same room with one of the fita r 
zynski brothers, following which a d ­ 
mission District Attorney Goehring re 
m a r k e d : 
“T h e re you have the motive.” 
T he priest on the stand said he sup 
posed it was correct th at he had killed 
the brothers hut that it was done* In 
self-defense and that he was drunk at 
the time.
